DR. HALL SPEAKS.

Lincoln Banker Defends Present Cur-
rency System.

Ameriea’s much abused banking
system had o kind word or two Wed-
nesday afternoon from Dr. P. L. Hall,
president of the Central National bank
of Lineoln and a man of unusual stand-
ing among Nebraska bankers. Dr.
Hall's subjeet before the bankers con-
vention in Norfolk was “Western
Interests.”

Dr. Hall began his remarks by stat-
ing that he did not helleéve in section-
alism or class bul that recent attempts
at finaneial legislation had  brought
home to the west the fact that certain
old and. established financlal centers
wapre dominated by provipeial and
motives and a deslre to ex-
the resources of the whaole conn-
thelr own benefit. It bad once
aceepted as truth that financlal
wisdom dwelt only “where the salt
seq hreezes of the Atlantle fanned the
fevered brow of the oracle of money
science,” It never occeurring to the
west that the teachings of the east
were tinged by self interest,

The Aldrich Bill.
Continuing Dr. Hall sald In part:
A financial measure, recently put to

sleep, was the holdest attempt at nat-
fonal legislation in favor of selfish In-
terests, that has heen attempted for
a generation, Nothing but an arous-
ed public conscience arrested this
stock jobbing scheme from full frui-
tion. We should be proud of the fact
that in the west was sounded the first
notes of alarm. Other schemes of like
nature will follow: 1t will be but the
natural trend If it is so. Wealth be-
gets wealth, power gives desire for
more power; It has always been so—is
<o now and will be =0 until man s
made with different hopes and aspir-
ations, than have influenced him in
the past or control his aetions now.
It Is this I wish to Impress on your
minds, and it s by this thought as
bankers of the west, you should bhe

reached the scene as quickly as pos-
sible,

By the time these men eame to help,
the men were bevond human assist-
ance. The fire in the straw stack bad
overwhelmed them and both men were
dead, The elder man had been liter-
ally roasted to death, while the young-
er man had mereifully been put out
of his misery before the fire reached
him.

As sonn as the neighbors could get
the flames under control, the work of
removing the bodies was begun. It
was found that the young man’s chest
had been erushed when a horse fell
on him, and there i8 no doubt but he
died before the fire reached him., His
body was burned to a erlsp and his
features were bevond recognition, The
elder man, hecause of his head belng
out in the alr, was not so badly dis-
figured in the face, but 1t was found
later that his body had heen roasted
until the abhdomen had popped open,

The Yorks lived on a farm rented by
Mr. Gilman of Sioux City, and the
famlly remaining consists of the wid-
ow and five children, one of them mar-
ried and llving In Colorado, the young-
est being a year old. They had lived
on this farm six years and were well
liked and highly respected by neigh-
bors.

The elder Mr. York carried $2,000
insurance and the younger $1,000 In
the Woodmen of the World for the
benefit of the family.

Dr. Oelke, coroner of Pierce county,
was notified early last evening of
the tragic deaths, and drove up to
the farm during the night. Upon in-
vestigating the affair this morning, he
decided that there was no occaslon for
a coroner's Inquest,
